In concluding tlits subject the comptroller 
wishes to have It distinctly understood that he 
ll not In favor of any measure which will 
cause Inflation, Us is of the opinion tbat the 
'present aggregate paper circulation, made Up 
of 1<» al tender and national bank notes and 
gold «nd silver certificates, U ampfe f or. all 
lew's ofbuslnms. Whatever course may be 
d«n>ed expedient by.congress In regard to the 
funding or future payment of the public debt, 
It It perfectly safe ami --will afford gieat-be.no 
fit to tbe public to penult an issue by national 
bablfj »f * circulation to tbe extent of 100 per 
.eeot of the par value of bonds deposited In-

that the profit on the circulation may tx> la- 
ctewed to a point which will Induce banks to 
keep up tbelr circulation to tbe maximum and 
stop contraction of .tbelr circulation, which Is 
now occurring, by repealing- the law taxing 
such circulation at the rate, of 'one-half of one 
per cent seml-annually, which without appro-
